Austin was scraping ore loose 
from a bank near the parked 
tractor, when suddenly it 
started rolling toward him. His 
son jumped on the tractor and 
tried to set the brake, but the 
scoop at the front of the machine 
I hit Austin, pinning him against 
the bank. 


Kafka ran more than a mile 
to Austin’s cabin, and told his 


wife to call a doctor. The physi¬ 
cian said Austin died instantly.
